Lowe Named to 
Tournament of Rose& 
Executive Board

The Tournament of 
Roses named Deputy 
Chief Roger Lowe of the 
Sierra Madre Fire Depart¬ 
ment to their executive 
board last week. Lowe has 
been a volunteer with the 
Tournament of Roses 
since 1983, and has served 
in a variety of positions, 
including post-parade, pa¬ 
rade operations, formation 
area, television and radio 
committee, public rela¬ 
tions, float entries, and 
most recently, as Vice 
President of tournament 
guests. To keep the volun¬ 
teers’ work fun, the tour¬ 
nament changes the jobs of 
its volunteers every two 
years. 


Lowe has always had a 
special connection with 
the Rose Parade. As a 
young boy, lived in the 100 
block of S. Chester in Pas¬ 
adena. The annual tradi¬ 
tion was to wake up early 
and walk a block to Colo¬ 
rado Blvd. to watch the 
parade. After his parents 
moved to Alta Dena, Rog¬ 
er frequently observed the 
Rose Parade tradition of 
camping on Colorado. A 
Muir High School gradu¬ 
ate, Roger Lowe has been 
near Pasadena all of his 
life. 

As a member of the ex¬ 
ecutive board, Roger has 
already begun a two-year 
term of making the policy

decisions that turn the 
Rose Parade into one of 
the most-watched specta¬ 
cles in the country. “It’s 
amazing, how much is in¬ 
volved,” Lowe says. “I 
was just named to the 
Board on January 15, and 
by the end of the month, 
we will have held eight 
meetings.” Someone has to 
direct those 935 volun¬ 
teers, though, and Roger 
Lowe has the experience 
to do it, although 15 years 
doesn’t qualify him as an 
old hand at the Rose Pa¬ 
rade game. Says Roger, 
“With only 15 years on, 
compared to some of these 
guys. I’m an infant. There 
are people around me who 
have been doing this for 
over 30 years.” 

In addition to handling 
the Rose Parade, the exec¬ 
utive board handles Rose 
Bowl issues. Roger’s first 
Rose Bowl as an executive 
board member will be his¬ 
torical; the Rose Bowl has 
joined the Bowl Alliance, 
Should a Pac-10 or Big-10 
team be ranked #1 or #2 at 
year’s end, that team 
would not play in the Rose 
Bowl, breaking the de¬ 
cades-old tradition of the 
champions of those two 
conferences meeting in 
Pasadena. 

Lowe has lived in Sier¬ 
ra Madre since November, 
1973, and joined the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Fire Department 
in February, 1975. “I had a 
neighbor, Fred Van Wick- 
el, and when that loud horn 
would sound, he’d go off 
and serve. He invited me to 
drills and to see what the

Fearman was referring to 
was a proposed art show 
that would have been held 
at the old Crystal Farms 
market.

By way of comparison, with the $65,000 budgeted for 
defending lawsuits. Sierra Madre could purchase a full¬ 
time entry level police officer (salary + benefits) and still 
have money left over. The money spent by Sierra Ma¬ 
dre on lawsuits is over 50% of the amount spent on fire 
prevention, and over 1/3 what is spent on fire suppres¬ 
sion. It is almost 15% of the entire operating budget of 
the Sierra Madre Library. 

“If we’re putting resources, whether it be money or 
time, into lawsuits, it draws away from other projects and 
hinder us from reaching our goals,” Davidson said. “It’s 
unfortunate.” 

Neither Thornton nor Broiles returned calls as of 
Wednesday.

For five years. Bill Sul¬ 
livan has owned what is 
usually referred to as 
“Bill’s Lot.” for lack of a 
better term.

Bill’s Lot came into the 
headlines a couple of years 
back as the proposed site 
of a bagel shop, complete 
with drive-through ser¬ 
vice. That proposed 
project drew a little sup¬ 
port, as well as a whole lot 
of vocal opposition, and 
resulted in a moratorium 
on drive-through establish¬ 
ments in Sierra Madre, 
which was retroactively 
applied to Sullivan, al¬ 
though he had begun the 
application process prior 
to the moratorium, and had 
already appeared before 
the Planning Commission.

When I think of someone who is truly a “Sierra Madre treasure”, I 
think of Bernard Wynne. His unique artistic talents, intriguing per¬ 
sonality, and longtime association with this community make him . 
more than special. 

Though bom in Indiana{X)lis, Indiana, Wynne has spent 
most of his life in Sierra Madre. He reminisced with me 
this week about how he fell in love with the town. His 
family moved here when he was in 2nd grade. “I re- i 
member how good it felt to walk barefoot on the dirt I 
road by our house on Montecito Avenue. I felt like | 
a country boy”, he said. 

Bernard attended St. Rita’s Elementary School, 
graduating in 1934. At an early age he started drawing. 

By the time he was in 4th grade he was sketching 
buildings and landscapes around town. When 
he was fourteen years old he noticed a local 
artist named Alfred Dewey conducting a 
landscape painting class in an open field 
near his house. Wynne begged his moth- 
er to let him start taking classes. As both 
parents supported his art his mother 
agreed. She even joined him in taking 
classes as she shared his love of painting. 

Dewey was not only his teacher but also his 
mentor, allowing him to use his studio in an . 
old adobe building that still stands on Mon- 
tecito Avenue across from the old lumber- 
yard. 

When Bernard got older he took art 
classes at Claremont Scripps College 
from renowned back east artists. Then 
he became drafted during World War II 
into the Aviation Core. Based in the Philip- ^ 

pines, among other places, he continued to 
paint as a relative sent him some water colors and 
paper. 

When he returned from the war three years later, his 
brother and sister-in-law invited him to join them on a 
trip, to see his sister-in-law’s relatives in Louisiana. 

There he met the girl of his dreams, Lorena. Though at 
the time she had a boyfriencLthat relationship eventual¬ 
ly dissolved paving the way for Bernard to step in. They 
married and set up their home in Sierra Madre. 

Supporting a family that grew to five children, Ber¬ 
nard worked at various large firms such as Lockheed , 
as a technical illustrator. The work was dull but paid 
the bills. On j^/eekenc}?. Wynne c,9ntinup4,to paint at 
Dewey’s studio. .Inspired by the work of portrait and fig¬ 
ure artist John Singer Sargent, portraits became Ber¬ 
nard’s passion. Unfortunately it was hard for him to find 
subjects to paint and make much of a living out of it as 
portraits were no longer in vogue. 

Thus, he decided to branch out into landscapes. De¬ 
mand for his work in this area grew. Not being inclined 
to be a good salesman he looked to galleries to promote 
his work. Wynne hooked up with Zantman Gallery in 
Carmel, which gave him his first big break. Zantman 
was honest, giving him a price'for his work he could 
trust. Other galleries were not so ethical. One even

Arcadia residents Gail 
Marshall and John Wuo 
have added their names to 
the growing list of people 
who have taken out papers 
to file for candidacy to 
City Council. 

Gail Marshall has not 
only been a 34-year Arca¬ 
dia resident, she’s lived in

the same house for ail 34 
years. She started and ran 
a video arcade in Arcadia, 
which she recently sold, 
and currently, she is oper¬ 
ating a home-based busi¬ 
ness in the personal care 
industrv. She has been an 
active volunteer with Cub 
Scouts, PTA, Arcadia 
Little League, and Pony/ 
Colt League. She is on the 


Methodist Hospital Auxil- 
liary, and is active with 
Mothers Against Sexual 
Abuse (MASA) and St. 
Lutheran’s church. “I en¬ 
joy volunteering, but I 
limit myself to only as 
many organizations as I 
can effectively assist,” 
says Marshall. 

Gail Marshall became 
interested in politics as she 
tried to start her own busi¬ 
ness. “It was amazing, all 
the hoops they made me 
jump through, and how 
they would raise fees,” she 
says. She has been attend¬ 
ing City Council meetings 
for four years, and studied 
the budget. “I’ve found ar¬ 
eas that I thought could be 
cut totalling $900,000 
without reducing services 
in Arcadia, but my sugges¬ 
tions fell on deaf ears. It’s 
very frustrating,” she says. 
As the election arrived, she 
decided that she didn’t re¬ 
ally have the right to com¬ 
plain if she didn’t attempt 
to do the job better herself. 

“There are questions we 
need to be asking. The in¬ 
cumbents don’t question 
the City Manager,” Mar¬ 
shall says. “I think often, 
there are better solutions 


than the ones he presents. 
We need innovative 
ideas.” She has pushed for 
external studies of City 
Hall salaries, and the pro¬ 
posed utility tax increase. 
“We need to get that infor- 
mation from someone 
without a conflict of inter¬ 
ests. 80% of the general

fund money is used for 
salaries. Is that figure in 
line with other cities? 
Maybe it is, maybe it isn’t. 
It should be looked at.” On 
Arcadia issues, she has 
definite opinions, includ¬ 
ing nevpr consolidating 
with the Los Angeles 
County Fire Department 
(“It’s completely out of the 
question. We have no busi¬ 


ness being a Class 1 Fire 
Department if we can’t af¬ 
ford it. The citizens pay for 
it, and the big businesses 
get a 20% insurance 
break,” Marshall says) and 
opposing the proposed 
utility tax increase, saying, 
“1 am against any tax in¬ 
crease at this point.” She 
also opposed costly rede¬ 
velopment projects “like 
that First Avenue project, 
which came in $6.5 mil¬ 
lion over budget. They’re 
still pumping money into 
it, and it’s going nowhere.” 
Her campaign theme is 
“Caring about the tax¬ 
payer,” and she summa¬ 
rizes by saying, “The recy- 
cling of incumbents is 
costing us too much 
money. We need greater 
accountability to the tax¬ 
payer, and improved re¬ 
sponsiveness between the 
government and the com¬ 
munity it serves.” 

John Wuo has been an 
Arcadia resident since 
1985, and has worked in 
Arcadia since 1990, with 
Baldwin Realtors. He is 
active with the Arcadia 
Board of Realtors, of 
which he was President in

The Arcadia Police Department responded to 572 
calls for service of which 170 required formal investi¬ 
gations from Wednesday, January 14, to Tuesday, 
January 20. The following is a summary report of the 
major incidents handled by the Department during the 
period.

Arcadia Council Approves 
Firefighters’ Severance Package 
Over Pleas to Reconsider Cuts 


Arcadia Water I Arcadia Police Calls

Tuesday night, the Ar¬ 
cadia City Council ap¬ 
proved a severance pack¬ 
age for four Firefighters/ 
Fire Technicians who are 
being laid off, pursuant to 
decisions made in last 
year’s budget discussions. 
The Arcadia Firefighters 
Association Memorandum 
of Understanding does not 
contain a provision for 
severance pay, but staff 
recommended that the 
Council authorize benefits 
consistent with the Fringe 
Benefit Resolution dated 
November 7 of last year. 

City staff felt that the 
severance package was 
“the right thing to do,” and 
that it assured a reasonable 
program for all employees 
who are laid off. The pack¬ 
age applies to employees 
with at least one year of 
consecutive full-time 
servie to the City, and pro¬ 
vides a lump sum payment 
equal to 1/S of an 
employee’s previous 
month’s salary times the 
number of years of con¬ 
secutive service, not to 
exceed 10 years of service. 
The City also shall provide 
counseling services for up 
to three months, and con¬ 
tract with a displacement 
service provider for pro¬ 
fessional guidance and as¬ 
sistance with the 
employee’s job search for 
up to three months. 

The layoffs will be ef¬ 
fective February 1st, and 
several in attendance 
Tuesday night used the 
agenda item as a forum for 
last-minute pleas for the 
council to reconsider the 
cuts. Lannie Wolff, fire¬ 
fighter and resident, said 
that he was not in favor of 
the layoffs. “It takes a great 
deal of time and expense to 
train them. Most of their 
education takes place in 
the field.” He also 
opposedt he reduction of 
the daily minimum man¬ 
ning level from 19 to 17. 

John Tenant, Vice 


President of the California 
Professional Firefighters, 
said, “What you have em¬ 
barked. upon is wrong. 
You’re throwing people 
into the street who have 
risked their lives protect¬ 
ing the people who have 
voted for you.” He went on 
to note that of the roughly 
$600,000 cut from public 
safety, 2/3 came from the 
Fire Department. “Laying 
off these firefighters is 
wrong, and it is not justi¬ 
fied,” Tenant said. 

Sam Watkins also 
asked that the firefighter 
layoffs be rescinded, and 
the position of Director of 
Development be elimi¬ 
nated. He proposed a citi¬ 
zens’ committee to search 
out businesses for Arcadia. 
Dave Franta, President of 
the Arcadia Firefighters 
Association, spoke about 
the misconception regard¬ 
ing overtime in the Fire 
Department budget. He 
referred to other positions 
in City Hall where if an 
employee is absent, the 
others pitch in to cover his 
workload. In the Fire De¬ 
partment, Franta said, 
“The citizens expect the 
same level of service, 24 
hours a day, seven days a 
week, 365 days a year.” He 
objected to the layoffs be¬ 
coming effective prior to 
reports and studies of the 
overtime budget and the 
County’s survey results 
becoming available. 

Tom Devlin, a 25 year 
resident, is one of the four 
firefighters being laid off. 
He talked about his young 
son who is proud of him 
because his classmates 
recognize him as a fire¬ 
fighter. “By this layoff, the 
City is saying, ‘Every time 
we risked our lives, we 
didn’t need to do that’. 
When I sit down to talk to 
my son about why I’m not 
a firefighter. I’m left to 
telling him that the City 
didn’t need us. We were 
extra. I don’t feel that 
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we’re extra,” Devlin said. 
“We’re here for a reason. 
We do an excellent 
job...we protect our pub¬ 
lic.” 

City Manager Bill 
Kelly commented that the 
City Council had carefully 
considered a variety of 
options before deciding on 
budget cuts. The Council 
unanimously approved the 
severance package, but did 
not reconsider the elimina¬ 
tion of the positions. 

In other Council news, 
the City Council unani¬ 
mously iqjproved the allo¬ 
cation of the $120,979.52 
received from the State of 
California through Senate 
Bill 11. The SB 11 funds 
are available for front line 
police services as ap¬ 
proved by the Chief of Po¬ 
lice, and the City Council 
must ^)prove of the expen¬ 
ditures. 

The biggest use of the 
funds proposed by Chief 
Roimie Gamer is $70,000 
for a backup communica¬ 
tions system. If for any rea¬ 
son the current communi¬ 
cations system should fail, 
no radio communication 
would be available. “Any 


good emergency system 
has a backup,” said Gar¬ 
ner. 

Other expenditures in¬ 
clude a field report writing 
system, to enable officers 
in the field to type up re¬ 
ports on laptop computers, 
saving officer time. Ac¬ 
cording to Chief Gamer, 
Arcadia police officers 
write around 9,000 reports 
annually. Other expendi¬ 
tures include hardware for 
the department’s crime 
analysis unit, and the 
painting of Arcadia police 
cars to black and white. 
“When we had one car 
changed to black and 
white, I had residents com- 
ing up to me saying, 
‘You’ve painted all these 
cars; they’re everywhere.’ 
That tells me the visibility 
factor is there for the black 
and white vehicles.” Gar¬ 
ner added that the black 
and white cars are consis¬ 
tent with a projected image 
that encourages coopera¬ 
tion. Said Gamer, “The 
officers feel strongly that 
showing up in a care that 
can be mistaken for a Dial- 
A-Ride car” did not mesh 
with the preferred image.
